SHERMAN’S CONFIRMATION. 
Special to The Tribune. 

Wasninetox, D. C., March 8.—When the 
Senate went into executive session to-day, Mr. 
Sargent male a point of order on the proposed 
reference of the Cabinet nominations to the 
Committees, when there were none. Vice- 
President Wheeler sustainea this, and the list 
was taken up. Mr. Evarts’ name was passed 
over informally for the purpose of acting first 
as a matter of Senatorial courtesy on Sherman.

TAKEN UP TO-MORROW. 

The looks among Senators point to a marked 
decrease of open opposition to the confirmation 
of President Hayes’ Cabinet. The wailing out- 
side, however, continues. The corruptionists 
of all grades are active, and inconsolable. With 
them are leagued all who wish to see reform in 
the Government confined to party platforms 
and letters of acceptance. The machine creaks, 
cracks, and shakes, and seems to be nearing the 
final conditin of the “One-Hoss Shay.”

Secretary of the Vermont Dairymen’s Association, 
opened the discussion of the topie, The Dairy 
Interest: Its Importance and Future.” He ssid 
the importance of the dairy interest had been pretty 
well discussed Wednesday, and he would therefore 
confine himself to the future of this great interest. 
In his opinion, the only sure way to advance this 
interest was by the elevation of the producing 

in the knowledge of his business. To 
that end conventions like the present were yalua- 
bie. The prevailing trouble among dairymen was 
their great want of economy in the means em- 
ployed in the manufacture of butter. Mr. Bliss 
read from the National Live-Stock Journal an ex- 
tract in reference to an ideal cow at Vine- 
and, N. J., which had produced a remarkably 
large quantity of butter; also an extract in refer- 
ence to some cows which were not ideal, but, on 
the contrary, rather ordinary animals. From the 
census of 1870, it appeared that the number of 
cows in the United States was 8, 935, 332; the num- 
ber of pounds of butter produced, 514, 00. 683; 
of cheese, 53,429,153; and of milk, 235, 500, 500 
gallons. The annual average yield of butter per 
cow was something over seventy pounds. Since 
then this average had increased, the average yield 
per cow in New York being 126 pounds; in Ver- 
mont, 118 pounds, and in Massachusetts 117 
pounds. In order to make any permanent im- 
provements in the dairy interest, dairy- 
men must begin at the bottom, and edu- 
cate the farmers. In Mr. Bliss’ opinion, 
there were openings in the creamery system and 
the co-operative system that did nottend to the 
élevation of the dairy interest, andhe was not 
sure bat that there was some danger from over- 
production. 

In answer to a question from Mr? C. F. Dexte 
Mr. Bliss said that there was comparatively little 

made in Vermont, but great attention was 
paid to the manufacture of cheese. 

In answer to another question he said that the 
people of Vermont become tired of the co- 
aperative system, and had practically abandoned 
it. The fact thatit was their habit to sell their 
product every week, probably had something to do 
with this.

There is some hope that the want in American 


literature which has long been felt—namely, a 
eritical weekly of the first class—will soon be filied. 
The Library Tadle, heretofore issned monthly, has 
met with such favor that it will hereafter be pub- 
lished weekly. Henry L. Hinton & Co., of New 
York, are the proprietors. The intention is to 
make it an American Athenagum or Academy. The 
Nation, which has many ctive features, is 
not distinctive enough. In small space it attempts 
to cover the whole range of politics, literature, and 
art, and is not thorough in any department. Its 
book notices are frequently delayed until after the 
interest in the books mentioned has died away.

forming their fruit-buds forthe ensuing season, 
and have been more vigorous than any other vines 
of which I have any knowledge. Last summer, an 
unusually hot season, I have been infommed by 
Mr. Dreer, a very intelligent aler in plants. 
seeds, etc., in this city, who visited, with some of 
the Centennial Commissioners from fore coun- 
tries, the primcipal graperies in this neighborhood, 
the foliage in allof them that were visited was 
greatiy burned and dried by the heat, while in 
mine the leaves retained their fresiness and green 
color till the beginning of November. 

Mr. Crook says: Here, then, is a complete dis- 
crepancy. and either Gen. Pleasonton on the one 
hand, or Messers. Vogel, Hunt, and C. Lawson on 
the other, must be decidedly mistaken; and, with 
a manliness that ie highly commendable in a sci- 
entist, he continues: ‘* One point of difference be- 
tween Gen. Pleasonton’s arrangements and those 
of the European experimentators upon the influ- 
ence of the rave of light upon organic 
life is that the latter, ourself included, submit- 
ted plants and ammals to the sole and exclu- 
sive action of blue, yellow, or red light respective- 
ly. whilstin Gen. Pleasonton’s experiments the 
blue light has been used mixed (i. e. associated) 
in certain proportions with ordinary daylight.”

Ine tenia, or flat tape-worm, cor- 
sisting of many joints and usually of consider- 
able is the most difficult to deal with 
of the y and has 
sometimes proved fatal to life. Various ver- 
mi have been invented, and not a 
few specifics highly recommended as a sove- 
5 1 this affliction. The male fern, 
or sometimes proved effectual. A 
Russian physician many years ago discovered 
that the seeds of the cevadilie (better known, 
perhaps, as veratrum sabadilia), which is the Indian 
caustic barley, a Mexican plant resembling in 
form and structure a barley ear, was an effectual 
cure. He gave to the patient half a drachm 
wdered and mixed with honey in the morn- 
ug, fasting, followed the next morning by a 
drastic purgative.

Agriculture in Russia. 
London Times. 

The Board of Trade annual collection of 
Agricultural Returns gives, in the volume for 
the year 1876, some official returns obtained 
from Russia for the firsttime. They relate only 
to Russia in Europe and to the crops 
ot 1872. The area under wheat is returned 
as 28,743,300 acres, but the produce of this 
large acreage is estimated at no more than 157,-
